Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Black, Jr. (US 
2004/0227314 A1). 
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Black, Jr teaches a leg means (38,44,42) for providing leveling support for a 
wheelbarrow resting on otherwise un-level terrain, comprising; 

a leveling and locking, cradle leg member (38) depending substantially down and 
skewed laterally left to right from center undercarriage of wheelbarrow; 

the leveling and locking cradle leg member (38) having left and right feet portions 
(42,44) substantially spaced apart from each other touchable to ground support; 

the leg member being swivel-ably mounted thereon an axle (48) at said center 
point of said undercarriage of said wheelbarrow with the axle passing through a slot in 
a yoke member (56) with leg member having a toothed locking portion (24) meshable 
with a fixed locking pin (58) at the wheelbarrow undercarriage; 

and the meshable locking of said toothed locking portion against said fixed 
locking pin occur: (1) when said wheelbarrow is sequentially lowered to resting position, 
the leg-feet member will first contact and graduate to slope of ground, indexing said 
toothed locking portion than; (2) as said wheelbarrow is further lowered resting said 
locking pin affixed there under said wheelbarrow undercarriage will mesh into said 
indexed tooth on said cradle leg support whereby, (3) said wheelbarrow undercarriage 
will be held at level of support manually released. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Barr teaches a wheelbarrow having standing legs. Donze et al 
teaches a wheelbarrow having lockable legs. Fairchild et al teaches a wheel barrow

having lockable legs. Bisaillon et al teaches a wheelbarrow having lockable, pivotal 
legs.
